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SAMPLE MARKET 


FOR GRAIN 


How it Will Wot k Against the Best 
Interests of the Farmers of the 
Canadian Northwest 


The efforta of the dealers in wheat; 
and other grains-to establish a sam- 
ple market in Winnipeg are being 
made by men who desire and who 
appear to be determined to regain 
the control of the grain trade. they 
held for many years, but whieh they 
have now: lost. Selfish motives are 
the prim. moving principle that gov- 
ern all the steps they aro now: taking. 
Let us examine the true inwardness 
of the matter. 

Tiere are only about seventy-seven 
days from the time the crop com- 
mencés to miove, in the fall of the 
year, until the close of navigation at 
the head of tho Lakes. The grain 
crop ofWeatern * Canada is ‘taken 
from Fort William and shipped across 
the Great Lakes by boat to the east- 
ern markets. After the close of nav- 
tgation the grail) gfown fn the» west 
which has not gone across the Lakes 
by boat must. necessarily go by -rait 
rontes) to the Abtantic ports elther 
around the north shore of Lake Super- 
lor or through tie United States. 

Under the proposed system of 
sampling, every carload of grain pass- 
ing through Winnipeg on all the dif- 
ferent Ithes of railway will be sub- 
ject to a wait of twenty four hours, 
except Sundays. and “holidays when 
the wait will be twice that long. 

The plan of those in favor of a 
sample market is that when a carload 
of grain ‘arrives in Winnipeg a sam- 
ple is taken from it and sent up to 
the Grain Exchange and the grain dis- 
posed of on that sample. Immediate- 
ly after {t has been'-been disposed of 
the railroad is notified and the car 
sent forwerd to its destination which 
‘may be Wast.to Fort William, Eastern 
Ontario or the Maritime Provinces, or 
to points in the Western” Provinces, 
where the grain’is used for local con- 
sumption. Thus every car arriving 
in Winnipeg would have to remain in 
the railway yards until the grain was 
sold. "This would mean a delay of at 


The delay in transit of cars arriv- 
thg in Winnipeg on Saturdays would 
be much longer, as the samples taken 
from cars arriving at eleven o'clock 
or later on that day would not reach 
the grain exchatce In order to be dis- 
per of before it closed -for that 
day, because on Saturdays the ex- 
change closes at one o'clock. | There- 
fore the samples from the cars ar- 
riving in Winnipeg at eleven o'clock 
and also every caz arriving between 
that hour and the hour of opening 
of the. grain exchange on Monday 
morning, would have to vemain in 
Winnipeg until Monday evening. That 
{s, on Monday afternoon the orders 
for forwarding of cars to their destin- 
ation would begin to pour tn to the 
railway companies, and all the cars 
which had arrived after eleven o'clock 
on Satirday morhing not start. 
to move until late Monday ‘afternoon. 

¥t is of the first importance, In fact 
it fs Imperative, that cars should 
reach their destination and be unload- 
ed without delay, and returned west 
for another saipment. Anything 
that would tend-to prevent prompt 
unloading should be guarded against 

Buch is the plain statement of the 
scheme of a sample market, as pro- 
posed by the ‘Winnipeg Grain Ex- 
change, As a specimen of presump- 
tnous selfishness it has seldom been 
equalled. Tt is nothing short of a 
barefaced attennt te hold “t= the 
farmers of the West through the man- 
inntation of thetr market, far the ben- 
efit of the dealers—the middlemen— 
who always try to get the lion’s share 
of anything tn sight They are al- 
ways on the spot. and want the op- 
portunity a first choice affords them 
to glean just what they want. The 
remainder, Pot desired, 1s allowed to 
pass o. to the Lakes.

Famous Fireplaces. 

Following Lord Curzon'’s purchase, 
in November last,-of Tattershall Cas- 
tle, Lincolnshire, in order to prevent 
its removal to America — the fate 
which was. said to be in store for it~ 
comés the announcement that with 
the assistance of a number of lovers 
of antiquity in the county of Lincoln 
and elsewhere Lord Curzon has recov- 
ered the famous 15th century carved 
stone fireplaces which were taken out 
of the castle last summer. It will be 
recalled that antiquarians were great- 
ly concerned at the report that the 
castle was to be sold, and that an 
Ameriéan millionaire had made a big 
offer for the famous fireplaces. The 
Lincolnshire Antiquarian Society tried 
to raise a fund, and an appeal was 
issued by the National Trust for $25,- 
000 to save the fireplaces and the cas- 
tle. The money, however, was not 
subscribed, the fireplaces were remov- 
ed and, it is believed, passed into the 
hands of a London deaiér. “Fortun- 
ately, they have now been secured for 
the nation, and the work of restoring 
the castle and its surroundings, so 
far as can legitimately be done, to 
their former condition, ‘has already 
been commenced by Lord Ourzon. As 
soon as this is suficiently advanced 
the fireplaces will be restored to their 
original position in the castle walls. 
It ia estimated that the work of res- 
toration will not be completed until 
next year, when Lord TZ0n pro- 
poses to throw the :astle open to the 
public. ‘ :
